10. Credit of the proceeds of the fees and its utili 
sation . ( 1 ) The proceeds from the fees shall form 
part of the Consolidated Fund of India and a sum 
equal to the amount estimated to be received during 
a year shall be provided in the Demands for Grants 
of the Ministry of Shipping and Transport for trans 
fer to a non lapsing Reserve Fund not bearing inte 
rest within the Public Account of India , to be set 
up by the Central Government.
